THE BENNINGHOFF ROBBERY.

The Great Mystery Partially Solved—
Yhree l—'l,tuu! Partios '.'l.uuud—-
What they Have heem Dolmg since the
Robbery,

From the Tituse(lle (Pa ) Herald, July 20,

The police and the detectives have at last been

1tially successfal, and the Benntugbofl' rob-

ty, which created such an excitement in this
vidytmy lust Junuary, is in & fulr way to be
fuvestigated by the Courts, three persons having
been arrested who are kno ®u to have becw con-
nected with 1t slmost beyond & doubt,  The clue
to the robbery was obtsined within a fow days
alter it occurred, and on Saturday last three
men Smpheated in the robbery, named Louis

Weldly, George Miller, and Jake Shoppord, were

rrested. On Monday they were conveyed 1o

rank lin and lodged in jail, Weldly and Shop-
pord were gecured by the oflicers ut Akron, Ohio,
and Miiler at Sepertown, Urawiovd county. Four
are yeL at large ot the tive principal actors in
the uifisir, and two or three parties who are sug-
pec.ed of haviog sided them, The tollowlng
puricnlars of what happened from the time of
the robbery to the arrest of the uhove-nnmed
perties are frow pereons acquainted with the
working up ot the case, Durlug a few days pre-
vious to the robbery, Jom Sweger, ol Segeriown,

Crawford county, was heard bragging al Mead-

ville and Swpertown of o epeculation that he

whs goimg into thit promi to yleld the greens
backs largely. Besides Sweger, there were Lwo
or lLhree otber partwes Al or near Segettown,

among whom was Weldly, who promised
their frienas that they would  be
flush in n day or two, and eaying at the

same hime with a very mysterious wir that they
hud & g #peculntion oo hund.  Of course,
aler the pariicuiars of the robbery became
kvown, ant these parties were unoticed to be
unusoally well supplied with fuouds, suspleion
wae nrotised, nnd 8@ watch wns set on their
movements, Sweger, Weldly, Miller, and Shop-
pora were in Biecertown during the next two or
three days atter the robbery, spending money
auite fre.ly, and having a geod time senerally.
Oc the thard day Swuer disappeared with 8hop-
pord, but alier bemmg away some days they
gep arated, the latter going to St Lows and the
former to parts unknown. Shoppord spread
around St Louis lor shout a week, .“}]i'lli“ﬂ‘.:_
all but £800 of hix portion of the Benmnehod
fund. The $800 was o s trunk, and one nizht
the hotel at which he stopped was destroyed by
fire, with the truuk and the S50,  Aliter this
Jose he returned to his olid haunts,

Weldly stnid at Siegertown 105 4 Wet k or two,
oflering to loau nuybody or everybody sums ot
money, He then weut to Akron, Ohio, where
he purchased a distillery, nfarin, and u hotel
gite, meanwhile disbursing money quiie lavishly
and livine in a very com'ortable sityle. He
plaved st Akron most of the time, and was, it is
giid, haviog a good time 10 his distillery with
gome boon compunions, when the otticer ap-

eared with the warrant for lus srrest,  Miller,
t appears, was, unlike the others, content to
get il ot his money nenrer home, snd stayed
for the greater part of the time in sand around
Mendville and Segertown,

Alter belug arreeted, Weldly and Shoppord
partiafly agreed, it is reported, to turn Staie’s
evidence, and the fullowing detalls of the plans
for the consvmmation of 1he rohbery have been
partiully obtmnped from them by aereciives and
other persons interested: From all that can be
lvarned, Jim Sseger was the orlginator aud prin-
clpal m the affwr, sud Weldly was the tirst
assirtant, 1hese two were observed a number
of times during last (adl, alking st Swegertown
with ove of John Bevpinghoft’s hired men. Jt
f& surmised that they obtained from the hired
man such information rezarding the situation
of the Benninghoff residence, \he amount of
money that was keot in it ete., that it
induced them to form & gang and attempt
the robbery, However this miy be, cer-
1aln it i& thet i November or Deeember
Jast  they broached the subjeet to Miller
and Shoppord, who agreed to take part in the
enterprise with tnew, A de'e was fixed at
which the attempt was to be made, bat
that time the 1wo Inst mentioned backed ont,
Sawger and Weldly were, it seems, determined to
hase the haudling of the Bonnionghotl bonds and

onbacks, notwithstanding the withdramal of
heir contederates, Afer some consultation
among themselves they thoucht it expedient to
secure the assistance of a professional hand or
two, and to this exd they started for Philadel-
phin. Arriving at this place they ingratiated
themeelves nmong the roughs, and were not
lor g i finding tour skilled housebreakers, who
agreeo to engsee inthe Bennmghot speculation,

A vew programime was arranged, aud Sweger,
Weldl:, and three of the protessionals starte
for the scene of operntions, lenving the fourth
protessioualin Philadeiphia, on account of some
diragreement hnving taken place wmoug them,
How the Benuivghef family were secared, and
how Johu Bevninghofl was bruially beaten, the
two hired men thorosughly fmsehiened, and the
$250,000 or $260,000 m bonds, greenbacks. and
gpecle cairied olf, are mMaliers that onr re aders
are well aequamted with, Afwer the robbery a
division of the spoils was made, Smeer getiong
the lion's share Weldly was forced to be con-
tent with comething Like $26 000 or $30.000. To
Miller and Shoppord 1t is thought Sweer gave
$1300 each vs hush mouey.

As sp0n 68 the division was made two of the
professionuls started for Oanada, and the third
made for New York., Within a week or two
after the robbery, the man who hud been con-
sulted in Putladelphis and who had been left
there, lald what hie knew before the police, A
clue o the profig.iounls who bhad stared for
Caonda was obtained by this man, aud he In
company with a de‘cotive sturted after them.,

Alter some sesrch they were found in Mon-
treal, where, while attempling 10 mnrrest
them, one of them fived st and wounded o

policeman, They were both arrested, how-

ever, and locked np, bat subsequentiy one of
them was relensed throogl some teennicality
of the law und escaped, while the other was

beld on o chinrge of attempting to kill the polige-
man whom he had wounded, A reguisition
wig obtiained o few days since tor 1he surrender
ol Lthe lauter to the Upited Siates aathorities,
but it haes pot eauspired whether he isstill hold
at Montreal or not. The whercabouts of Balger
and the three professionals Is known ouly to
the detectives aud the parties most interestod,
The three men who were afredted and coutingd
fn jail st Franklin, were up for examination
yesterday, hut it was postponed until =Saturday
pest upon the reguest of the prosecution,

or the fature Vice-Presi fent, The depots were
decorated, and nothivg forgotten Lhat could nad
o the heartiness ol the welcome, At Salem, the
entire population wus In attendunce upon his
arrlval.  His  appearance everywhere was
the signal for tae most deafeming chivers, M=,
Colfax made a short address, which was 1 stened
to with the deepest atfention, and the seotl
menta contuined therein applauded to the echo.
